Afore Winter. 


The past week has Been a continu- 


ance of the winter weather which -haa 
prevailed for the past month with vary- 
ing intensity. Part of the time it-lias 
'beeu bitlerly cold, and then again it 
has suowiHl, but fortumilely we have 
•nol had u repetition of tliesevere KUOW 
storms of Die early part of tlie irinutb. 
Slill It has beeu a -very good example 
of-winter. 


Sunday was celd,Monday was colder 


aud Tuesday ruomiug people dreaded 
to look at their thermometers to see 
how far the mercury had fallen. That 
morning reports bsiil anywhere -from 
zero to six below, and thftUa very cqld 
weather for Newport. Of course it..wa« 
nothing like tbe 30 and more be lew 
that ttve more uortberly parts of Kew 
England reported, but it wae jurt :ts' 
severe in proportiot! to the normal here 
as elsewhere. And Jt was certainly 
cold enough to. freeze water pipes, to 
make walking uncomfortable, to chilli 
unprotected 
ears, and to maie tlw 


householder drive bis furnace to the ut- 
most limit in order to teep his family 
from freezing. Stteb weather is not 
popular lie re in Newport. . 


There ha? beeu considerable derange- 


ment of tbe traveling scliedules on ac- 
count of Ihe cold wea(l»er, as tlie loco- 
motives onlllie railways have difficulty 
iu getting up steam In such cold 
weather, and on the water not only 
tuUdinicully JK encountered but also 
there jj-u | k-njilul fUH'Iy of ice in llie 
linrbortiml b:iy to ini|«iie i:avigntioii. 
The niiiils haveJbcei] late niort nf Ihe 
tiiiie.diiiii>y the week. Tin: Utner:<l of 
the \Vk-Rfoid line has bi-en cou:iilera> 
ably delayed by the ice and also uad 
difticuliy in obtaining water /nr her 
boilers. 


On Wednesday a slight suow irtoriri 


began, and bu cootioued intermittent- 
ly. Tbe temperature baa been much 
warmer and it has teemed at times u 
if it would turn to rate. Ibe walking 
ha« been abominable, much of it being 
due to tbe fact that abotten railed to 
remove the enow from tbeir walks 
when the heavy storm of last week pre- 
vailed. When the i-now flurry begau 
on Wedneeday the policemen on the 
various beats were ordered to call upon 
each abutter and give notice that tbe 
walks must be kept clear of snoir and 
free for travel at all times.

have bad much effect anyway (6f 
many people have a douM about tbe 
validity of tbe city ordinance that com- 
pels thetii to remove tbe snow.

Hauda with beautiful nails 
always please, and those wbo desire 
good, firm, bright uallit, gleaming and 
polished, at their finger tips, should 
see to it tbat tbe food they eat contains 
abundance of nail-making substances. 
Oatmeal la obe of tbe best of those foods 
good for nail-making and baJr forming 
alike: 


Tbe 
nails btcorue impoverished, 


chalky, liable to break through defi- 
ciency of gelatine and excess of lime 
deposits. Anything tbat interferes witb 
tbe health of tbe whole body will In- 
terfere witb tbe shining appearance of 
tbe nails at once. 


A piece of lemon used once or twice 


a week is'nearly a necessity, if nalla 
are tb be kept aright. The acid acts on 
tbe poltahiog and it softens tbe skin 
marvelously tbat u apt to drag itself 
forward over the sbiniug nail surface. 
Auy dirt.about tbe nail, any stain of 
ink or fruit, tbe lemon will dispose of 
at once. 


A little oil rubbed over each nail after 


tbe lemon treatment, continues tbe pol- 
ishing, process, nourishes tbe nail aud 
akin, eradicates tbe last lingering atom 
of suspicious mark*. A little wad of 
soft flannel is uaed when applying tbe 
oil. 
After the oil the hands are laved 


in soft, water, wiped and tbe nail pol- 
ishing continued with a tiny bit of 
chamois leather. Vloletipowder or fine 
chalk on tbe cbamola is an aid to great 
success. Brushing rather rougreas trie 
nails and should be avoided.—New 
Haven Register.

Thus larger quan- 
tities of uourisbmeot are absorbed than 
can be properly utilized, and the result 
U an obstruction, commonly called a 
"cold," .which la simply an eflort of 
tbe system to expel tbe useless mate- 
rial. Properly speaking, it la self-pob- 
ouing, due Cu an Incapability of tbe or- 
ganism to regulate aud compensate for 
the diJWnrbauce. 


A deficient supply of pure air to tbe 


lungs u not only a strong predisposing 
cause of colds, but a proliflc bource of 
much graver conditions. Pure air and 
exercise are Decenary to prepare tbe 
system for tbe awimilatioo of nutri- 
ment, for without them there can be 
uo vigorous health. The oxygen of 
the air we breathe regulate* tbe appe- 
tite as well as tbe nutriment that is 
built up in Ibe system. 


Tbe safest aud beat way to avoW 


colds is to sleep In a room with the win- 
dows wide open, aud to remain out of 
doors every day, uo matter what may 
be tbe weather, for at lewt'two boars, 
preferably with some kind of exercise, 
If uo more than walking. One should 
not ait dowu to rent while the feet are 
wet or cloth ing da ui p. A person may 
go with tbe clothing wet through to tbe 
skin all day, tf be but keeps moving. 
£xercisekeepeup tbe .circulation and 
prevents taking cold. 


Tbe physiologic due of colds is tbe 


prevention of their occurrence. 
Tbe 


person wbo does not carry around an 
oversupply of alllmentatlou in bia sys- 
tem, and furthermore secures a purified 
circulation by strict sanitary clean li- 
neas. thus placing himself in a positive 
condiUou, is^immuue to colds. A starv- 
ing mau cannot take cold. 


A careful diet wonld exclude tbe use 


of all narcotics and all food tbat to not 
throughly appropriated. 
An overfed 


person la worse off than oue wbo is un- 
derfed, because tbe overfed body la 
taxed to dispose of what cannot be ap- 
propriated, aud, when not properly 
disposed of remains only to bean ele- 
ment of danger.—Science [and Health.
